Latter-day Saints, I am proud to 


say, do not believe that there is any 


necessity to burn the Bible, or condewn 
the practice of polygamy when adopted 
according to the laws of God; and 
they expect in the next world to be 
able to meet with Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, and the rest of the ancient wor- 
thies, and Jive and reign with them 
for ever. Of course, Equality“ 
would be ashamed to be in this com- 
pany, so, of course, will be under the 
necessity of seeking some other place. 
Equality“ talks about a man not 
being without the woman, and a wo- 
man without the man ; then he speaks 
about the number of women being in 
excess of that of men four to the hun- 
dred. Such argument confounds it- 
self, and needs no further comment. 
He also illustrates women: by mice, 
cats, dogs, and bones. What honor 
can a man gain by replying to such ar- 
guments ? 

Permit me, sir, to say that I have 
been a resident of Utab for nearly 
twenty ‘years. have been in San 
Francisco, New Tork, most of the 
principal cities of America, and in 
most of the principal cities of Eu-. 
rope; and I have n careful to 
observe the moral and social condition 
zof the people, and [ have no hesitancy 
in saying that I have never seen a 
more moral and a more social om ty 
than the Latter-day Saints in Utah 
and, in my experience, I have found 
that polygamy has a tendency to check 
prostitution, infanticide, and illegiti- 
macy. There are fewer divorces in 
Utah from polygamy than follow 
monogamy elsewhere. In England 
and America there are hundreds and 
thousands of unfortunate women, and 
millions of illegitimate children, while 
in Utah none were known. I think 


statistics will show that a large number 
of the men, both in England and 
America, do not marry until they have. 
arrived at the age of thirty or forty 
years, the cause of which is no doubt. 
owing to the existence of the social 
evil, thus leaving a similar number 
of women who have to remain unmar- 
ried, and without children, unless they 
have illegitimate children. 

Sir, I am tolerably well known in 
the commercial world, both in England 
and America. Iam at the defiance of all 
men to prove that I was ever a dissj- 
pated character, a drunkard, or a liar, 
or that I have ever been before any 


court or body of people for any man- 


ner of crime; and yet I am the hus- 
band of two wives in Utah, and have 
been for 13 years, and they have all the 
time lived in the same house, both 
have families—one two, and the other 


six; and-I can say without fear of 


contradiction, that I have never known 
a quarrel to take place between them, 
and I have as happy a family as any 
other man who may be the husband of 
only one wife. I find from observation 
that it is much easier for a man who is. 
kind and will provide for his household 
to get a second wife than for many 


others who are not well known to get 


one wife,—thus showing that the wo- 
men do not complain. ith us child- 
ren are an object of purpose, and not 
merely the accidental results of pas- 


;| sion. We consider there is no greater 


legacy that a man can leave to his 
children than a healthy body, a sound 
mind, and a good education. I shall 
decline further to reply to any letters 
inserted by Equality,” unless he 
changes his style of argument, which 
I have no idea he is able to do.—

Palestine, March 20th, 1873. 

Editor Deseret News: | 

Among the variety of objects which 
claimed our attention while at Jerusa- 
lem, was the church of the Holy Se- 
pulchre. It is an extensive building, 
with a host of sacred relics and holy 
places, grouped together within a few 
yards of one another ; among others, 
the places of the Savior’s crucifixion ; 
the spot where his body was anointed 
for burial; where the Virgin stood, 
and witnessed the crucifixion; the 


| place where his body was wrapped in 


linen clothes; the rent in the rock 
produced by the earthquake ; the place 
where the soldiers cast lots for his 
raiment ; the column to which he was 


bound when scourged ; the place where 


he was stripped by the soldiers; and 
the prison in which he was incarcerated 
previous to being led to the place of 
crucifixion, &c. 

In front of this building is a small 
area, occupied by a sort of bazaar for 
the sale of sacred relics, and used 


bing and bat 
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also as a place of gathering for all 
classes of pilgrims. Within this build- 


ing, near the door, surrounded by a. 


low railing, is the stone of Unction, 
which consists of a marble slab, on 
which the body of the Savior is said to 
have been anointed for the burial. 
This,.we were told, however is not the 

Stone, as that was concealed un- 


derneath to prevent devout pilgrims. 


from carrying it off, or wearing it away 
by constant kissing, as was the case 
with the bronze toe at St. Peter’s, at 
Rome. Several lamps are suspended 
over this sacred spot, and kept con 
stantly burning. We proceeded to the 
apartment appropriated to the Holy 
Sepulchre, twenty-six feet long, by 
eighteen broad, ornamented by a dome. 
We entered, first, a small apartment, 
called the Chapel of the Angel, where 
it.is said, he sat upon the stone which 
had been rolled away from the door 
of the sepulchre. A portion of this 
stone stands upen a low pedestal, 
though it is asserted that the real 
stone was stolen by the Armenians, 
and is now exhibited in their chapel. 
From this apartment; a low, narrow 
door opens into the vault of the sepul- 
chre. It has a dome roof sustained 
by short, marble columns. The place 
where the Savior’s body is said to have 
lain, is covered by a marble slab, con- 
siderably worn at the edges by the 
continued kissing of pilgrims. A 
large number of gold and silver 
lamps are suspended over it, and kept 
constantly burning. It is fitted up as 
an altar; above it are costly gifts 
thickly set with precious stones pre- 
sented by different sovereigns of Eu- 
rope. 

A Greek priest was officiating when 
we entered, who signified his recogni- 


tion of our presence by scattering sweet’ 


perfumery in great abundance over our 
rsons. All pilgrims were sprinkled 
in like manner, who were constantly 
crowding in upon their hands and 
knees, 8 the cold marble, sob- 
ing it with their’ tears. 

This is said to have been hewn in the 
rock, but we could see no rock — the 
floor, tomb, and walls are all marble. 
We ascended a flight of steps lead- 
ing to an apartment or small chapel, 
which is said to cover the Hill of Cal- 
vary. Here was shown a rent or hole 


in the rock, as that in which stood the 


cross, while the Savior hung upon it. 
Many other places were shown, which 
it is needless to mention. After leav- 
ing this building, we went to the 
House of Pilate,” which is said to 
occupy the same locality as that of the 
Roman Governor; we saw but little, 
however, to satisfy us of the identity 
of the ‘+ judgment hall.” We came 
to a building said to cover the place 
where Jesus came forth wearing the 
urple robe and crown of thorns, when 
ilate exclaimed to the people, Be- 
hold the man.” The place was pointed 
out where the Savior sank under the 
weight of the cross, when Simon the 
Cyrenian was compelled to.take it up, 
and bear it after him; also, the spot 
where Veronea appeared with a nap- 
kin to wipe the sweat off the Savior’s. 
brow, when his portrait was miracu- 
lously impressed upon it. This pre- 
tended relic is preserved as one of the 
chief in the Basilica of St. Peter’s at 
Rome. 
. Considerable mystery, contradic- 
tions and disputations exist in refer- 
ence to the identity of these sacred 
relies and holy places. In regard to 
those embraced within the Holy Se- 
pulchre, it is maintained by some in- 
telligent writers, that none of these 
are genuine. Doubtlesssome of them, 
if not many, are strangely misplaced. 

Religious enthusiasts of opposite 
sects, vied with each other in.search- 
ing out relics, and places to be reve- 
renced and adored by people of their 
respective persuasions, performing 
pilgrimages to the Holy Land, their 
zeal, in some instances, carrying them 
beyond the bounds of honesty, to 

racticing deceit and imposition. 

any of these places had been remain- 
ing for centuries beneath the gradual | 
accumulations of debris, and could not 
be identified, either by history or 
tradition ; consequently, divine inti- 
mations were sought, miraculous tests 
applied, and other methods resorted 
to in order to establish their claims to 
genuineness. 

Helena, the mother of Constantine, 
when about eighty years old, in the 
fourth century, is said to have been 
divinely impressed to proceed to Jeru - 
salem and make sacred discoveries—to 
search out the true cross, the holy

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sepulchre, and other relics and locali- 
ties connected with the crucifixion of 
the Savior. Accordingly, she went to 
Jerusalem; and enlisting the services 
of the inhabitants, instituted a search 
for the cross-of the Savior. Digging 
through the debris, some twenty feet 
or more, at length three crosses were 
discovered, together with the tablet, 
the nails and crown of thorns. 
tablet or inscription, ‘‘This is Jesus, 
the King of the Jews,” being separated 
from the crosses, therefore the true 
cross could not be identified. At 
last a remedy was discovered. A lady 
of quality was confined upon her bed 
in Jerusalem, of a fatal disease. The 
three crosses were successively pre- 
sented to her; the two first without 
effect, but on the approach of the 
third, she sprang from her dying couch 
perfectly restored. Thus the identity 
of the true cross was established. It 
is now partly concealed in the rock and 
secured from being stolen by pilgrims, 
who are only permitted to touch it 
with a small, round stick, some four 
feet long or more, kept for this pur- 
pose. This stick, after having one end 
put in contact with the sacred relic, is 
then kissed by the pilgrim with great 
fervor and vehemence. While present, 
we witnessed many instances of this 
fervent and striking devotion. 

We visited the reputed garden of 
Gethsemane, which belongs to the 
Latin church. An opposition one has 
recently been established by the Greek 
church. As soon as the trees have 
sufficiently grown and other fixtures 
remained long enough to impart an 
ancient and venerable appearance, it 
will then be exhibited to devout pil- 

ims as the real genuine garden of 

thsemane. 

The low, sunken condition of Chris- 
tianity in Jerusalem, is pretty clearly 
illustrated in the following desoription 
of scenes enacted in the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre. On Easter eve, each 
successive year, it is pretended that 
holy fire descends from heaven, light- 
ing up all the lamps in the Holy Sepul- 
chre. On this occasion multitudes of 
enthusiastic pilgrims are assembled 


from every quarter of the globe,- 


awaiting with burning anxiety to 
participate in its benefits, and to re- 
ceive its holy influences. Just before 


The 
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the prescribed moment for this miracu- 
lous descent, the Greek Patriarch en- 
ters the tomb, alone, and presently 
gives out through a hole in the wall, 
the holy fire, to the eager and excited 
multitude. 

In former years all the churches 
participated in the performance of 
these rites, but latterly have desisted, 
one after another, till, at present, this 
practice is continued only by the Greek 
church. At these extraordinary scenes, 
very serious accidents frequently occur 
—old men and women crushed and 
trampled to pieces, or perhaps quar- 
rels arise between rival sects, resulting 
in shooting and stabbing one avother. 
In eighteen hundred and thirty-four, 
deplorable and fearful scenes were 
enacted in that sacred building. While 
the church was crowded with Christian 
pilgrims, a contention arose, in which 
the Turkish guards engaged ; the con- 
fusion soon became general, and 
directly grew into a terrible battle. 
The scene of horror can not be de- 
scribed. Numbers were bayoneted or 
knocked down with the butt ends of 


muskets, and their blood and brains 


scattered upon the wall and pavement, 
each seeming intent to destroy his fel- 
low, or save himself from immediate 
destruction. Many were pulled down 
and trampled to death while endeavor- 
ing to escape from the building. When 
order was restored, the dead were lying 
in heaps around, and even upon the 
„Stone of Unction” the bodies of 
the dead were piled up and in some 
places the wounded and dead were 
thrown together promiscuously, one 
upon another, five feet high or more. 

The Turkish Government are obliged 
to keep a guard constantly watching at 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, to 

revent these contentions and fightings 
— the rival Christian churches. 

These contradictions, contentions, 
impositions by the rival Christian 
secis, in Jerusalem, render the Chris- 
tian religion a subject of scorn and 
contempt, both by the Jews and Ma- 
hommedans, and it is certainly a mat- 
ter of serious regret that, in this 
enlightened aye of Christianity, such 
things should exist in this sacred lo- 
cality where our holy religion was esta- 
blished, and our Savior martyred.

§PECIAL LEGISLATION FOR UTAH. 
—0 


Prersipent Grant, in his Message to Congress, on the assembling of that body, . 
at Washington, Dec. 1st, says— : | 

Affairs in Utah require your early and special attention. The Supreme 
Court of the United States, in the case of Clinton agt. Englebrecht, decided 
that the United States Marshal of that 2 could not lawfully summon 
jurors for the District Courts, and these courts hold that the Territorial Mar- 
shal cannot lawfully perform that duty because he is elected by the Legislative 
Assembly and not appointed, as provided for in the act organizing the Terri- 
tory. All proceedings at law are practically abolished by these decisions, and 
there have been but few or no jury trials in the District Courts of that Terri- 
tory since the last session of Congress. Property is left without protection by 
the courts, and crimes go unpunished. To prevent anarchy there, it is abso- 
lutely necessary that Congress provide the courts with some mode of obtaining 
jurors, and I recommend e to that end, and also that the Probate 
Courts of the Territory now assuming to issue writs of injunction and habeas 
corpus, and-to try criminal cases and in questions as to land titles, be denied 
all jurisdiction not possessed ordinarily by courts of that description. 

„Special attention” was given to Utah affairs last session, but, probably, in 
consequence of the lateness at which the measures were considered by the 
House, the special legislation” fell through. Congress is now, however, 
required to give ‘‘early and special attention” to Utah, to provide, no doubt, 
against the failure this session of the precious little schemes” of destruction 
which may already have been laid—first, in the low den of the ring,“ in 


Salt Lake City, and second, in the sanctum sanctorum of Methodist bigotry 


and malevolence. President Grant gives expression to more truth in his 
Message than he himself will probably admit, when he says, that in conse- 
quence of the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States reversing the 
judgment of his own appointees in Utah, ‘‘ all proceedings at law are practically 
abolished, and that there have been few or no jury trials in the District Courts 

of that Territory.” Just and impartial trials are things not to be permitted, 
as far as Utah is concerned, by those loud-mouthed though insincere defenders 
of constitutional rights and liberties. To é¢onduct trials in an impartial, 
equitable and purely lawful manner, would only be. to reverse their former 


illegal course, sustain the justice of the Supreme Court, and give to the Mor- 


mons” that law and liberty which are theirs by right, and which are claimed 
by, and secured to every other civjl, or religious, community outside of Utah 
Territory. President Grant is also correct in his information where he says 
that property is left without protection by the courts, and crimes go un- 


punished.“ Murders, thefts, robberies, adultery and other crimes, which

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have been committed in the Territory almost entirely by sympathizers with 
the government and with the judges who are sent there and paid to punish 
crime, have been the very last matters that have received attention, while at 
the same time the statutes are sufficiently comprehensive to meet the require- 
ments of any fair and impartial judge. Property has been left without pro- 
tection of the courts, legal juries have been discharged, and the process of 
law has been impeded,—and for what reason? To blind the eyes of Congress, 
and to provoke that body to commit some unconstitutional act, that will 
deprive the Mormons” of every vestige of power and self-government, and 
which will enable corrupt judges, selfish and ambitious lawyers and other 
plagues of society, to rule and ruin an innocent, law-abiding and God-fearing 
people. ‘‘ Early and special” legislation is recommended by President Grant 
to satisfy the cravings of the ring, and in order that the 20,969 legal voters 
of Utah Territory may be ruled by the 1,942 who recently voted in opposition 

to the return of Hon. Geo. Q. Cannon to Congress. And yet President 
Grant, in the magnanimity of his war-like soul, is anxious to prevent 
anarchy” in Utah! Surely the race of men must have greatly degenerated 
since the days of Washington—'‘ the father of his country,”—and those who 
fought and suffered to secure to the nation civil and religious liberty, or the 
places to which the present occupiers have been elevated, by the gift of the 
people, are converted into channels through which tyranny, oppression and 


destruction can be successfully exercised and promoted by vicious men.

Resolved, That the credentials of said Cannon, and his right to a seat in this House as 
a Delegate from Utah, be referred to the Committee of Elections, and that said Cannon 
be not admitted to a seat in this House previous to the report from said committee. 

Mr. COX. I call for the reading of the credentials of the Delegate from 
Utah. 

The SPEAKER. The Clerk will read the credentials. 

The Clerk read as follows: ; 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, TERRITORY OF UTAH. 


I, George L. Woods, Governor of Utah Territory, do hereby certify that at an election 
held in and for the Territory of Utah, on the 5th day of August, A.D. 1872, for 1 
to the House of Representatives of the United States, 22, 913 votes were cast, of which 
number George Q. Cannon received 20,969, and Ferry R. Maxwell received 1,942, and 
that 2 votes were cast for other persons; and that the said George Q. Cannon, having 
received the greater number.of votes for said office at said election, is by me hereby de- 


clared duly elected Delegate to the House of Representatives of the United States from 
the Territory of Utah to the Forty-third Con 


gress. ‘ 
In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the Territory 
of Utah to be affixed.

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Mr. BUTLER, of Massachusetts. I desire to say to the House that I do 
not believe that when a man comes here with proper, ¢redentials from the pro- 
per authority, it has ever been the custom of the House, or ever ought to be, 
that he shall not have prima facie his seat, because the moment we break away 
from that rule, then in high party times the House could never be organized. 
That is all that any of us have when we come here. While I do not mean to 

ive any opinion or to intimate any as to the merits of this case, of which I 
— nothing, yet I will say that here is a case where a man holds from the 
Governor of a Territory the proper credentials, and that Territory is entitled 
to. be represented on this floor until something shall be shown to the House to 
take away that right. I trust, therefore, that my friend from New York [Mr. 
Merriam] who offered this resolution will withdraw it, and allow Mr. Cannon 
to'be sworn in. 

Mr..NIBLACK. I move that the pending resolution be laid upon the table. 

Mr. G. F. HOAR. I ask the genteman from Indiana [Mr. Niblack] to 
withdraw that motion for a moment. 

Mr. NIBLACK. I will do so. ) 

Mr. G. F. HOAR. This precise question came up in the last House in the 
case of Mr. Clark, of Texas. His credentials were referred to the Committee 
on Elections, and that committee reported that the only question for the 
House to consider was, whether Mr. Clark’s credentials were regular in form, 
and whether the officer certifying them was entitled by the law of the State 
and the usages of the House to give him those credentials. Thereupon the 
House seated Mr. Clark, though, a few weeks after, the committee reported 
upon the whole case, and the House decided that Mr. Clark was not entitled 
to the seat he had been occupying, and gave it to his competitor, Mr. Giddings. 

Mr. POTTER. There is no question about certificates presented in this 
case. As appeared by the very proper inquiry of the gentleman from Con- 
necticut [Mr. Kellogg] this is the only certificate presented, and the only pre- 
tence that anybody has to the seat. The resolution of my colleague [Mr. 
Merriam] goes, by way of objection to this gentleman being sworn in, upon the 

ound that he is guilty of certain practices contrary to the laws of the United 

tates. Now thé difficulty with my colleague’s objection is, that the statute 
has prescribed certain qualifications for the office of Delegate from the Terri- 
tory, but among those qualifications is not innocegcy in respect of practices to 
which my friend alludes. | 

We had that precise question in the Forty-first Congress, when a gentleman 
from Virginia was charged with disloyalty and other offences; and it was 
2 almost without a dissenting voice upon this side of the House, that the 

ouse had no power to consider or determine, as a prerequisite to admission, 
whether or not he had been guilty of those or any other offences, provided he 
came here with the constitutional requirements in reference to his qualifica- 
tions; and provided also he brought prima facie evidence of a right to a seat, 
in a certificate from the Governor. Were there two certificates here, or any 
contest about the office, it would then be proper to refer the question to the 
Committee on Elections. But when there is no question as to who was elected, 
we cannot now try or even consider the suggestion that this man was guilty of 
the offences charged, because that has nothing whatever to do with his right 
to a seat here. : 

Mr. MAYNARD. . There is another question in connection with this case 
to which I desire to call attention. It is that this resolution is introduced 
with a preamble which asserts certain propositions to be facts. We have no 
evidence to that effect ; we have no documents presented ; the mover of the 
resolution has made no statement upon his own authority or otherwise, and it 
seems to me that it would be very rash for us to assume the truth of those 
statements, and to act upon them, so far as to prevent the swearing in of this 
Delegate. | 

It is in that aspect of the case that I am prevented from making the motion 
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that I first thought of making—to refer this resolution to the Committee on 
Elections. I think it very unsafe to adopt a resolution, or any other proceed- 
ing, in this House reflecting upon a member of the House, unless we first have 
some ground laid, either by documentary evidence introduced, or by state- 
ments made by the gentleman who introduced the proposition upon his own 


authority and responsibility.

Dear Brother, — Lou may, perhaps, 


have received items of information 
conoerning our trip overland, ere this 


will reach you, but out of kindly re- 
spect, I venture a few hasty lines. 

We left Jersey City at about 4 p.m., 
on the 6th inst. . Sister Watson gave 
birth to a fine son near Plainfield, New 
Jersey, at 5 p.m., of the same day, 
while traveling at the rate of 30 miles 

r hour. Notwithstanding the un- 

vorable situation for accouchement, 
mother and child did exceedingly well. 
The little stranger was blessed at a 
place near. Bridger, Wyoming Ter., 
and received the name of John I. Hart ; 
this also taking place while the cars 


were in lively motion. ? 


We suffered some _ inconvenience 
through awkward drivers; so much 


‘0, that we were brought up.stand- - 


ing’ occasionally. Near Logansport, 
the coupling link broke, — 
half of the train, which was soon 
left in the rear, but brought up in 
time for the people to be transferred 


to other cars, though under rather un- 


pleasant circumstances, —an absence 
of lights, owing I suppose to a scar- 
city of candles, notwithstanding the 
fact that we were in a land of beef, 
pork and corn. The change of cars 
remedied the latter evil and we were 
soon on our way mid bright and 
shining lights.” Reached Council 
Bluffs Monday, 10th, at 9} a. m.; 


at 1 p.m. of the same day we left 
Omaha, and arrived at Ogden on 
Thursday, 114 p.m. We remained in 
the cars till morning, when we were 
transferred to other cars and soon on 
eur way to Salt Lake City, where we 
arrived at 11 am. A _ tremendous 
throng of anxious spectators were in 
waiting, consisting of all kinds, no 
donbt. 

There is a noticeable change in Salt 
Lake City, as also in the people. 
„Civilization“ seems to be flourishing 
nicely, and a good many are running 
wild after the ‘‘ greenbacks.” Utah 
is furnishing some recruits for Satan’s 
kingdom, and it would appear that his 
satanic majesty is nowhere more busy 
than among gathered Israel. There 
are those whe, notwithstanding their 
knowledge and the blessings which God 
has given them, are willing to become 
the servants uf Satan and to go at his 
bidding. 

The weather is delightfully fine. 
Two days ago a beautiful rain laid the 
dust in the valley, while the moun- 
tains received a snowy covering ; quite. 
a contrast to verdant England. 

My family I foand well, and of 
course glad to see me home again. 
Plenty of work awaits me, as is the 
case with most of the returning mis-

Dear Brother, —Elders Keller and 
Reiser and myself are here together 
on a preaching tour through the Jura. 
We had two very good meetings on 
last Sabbath with the Saints of this 
Branch. There were a few strangers 
present. Wednesday evening, ve in- 
tend holding another meeting here, 
and next day, we wish to go over to 
the Branch of Chaux de fonds, a place 
9 miles from where we now are. From 
there we shall proceed to the Val de 
Travers, on the French borders, where 
brother Reiser has baptized eleven 
persons, a few days ago.

For New Year’s day, we have given

meeting at Herisau, in east Swiss, 
where we wish to see the Saints of two 
or three Branches, and those scattered 
ones belonging to the dilapidated old 
Branch of Landrehlacht, near Con- 
stance. That Branch used to be one 
of the best in this Mission, about 12 
= ago, but mostly all its members 
ave emigrated, leaving only a few be- 
hind them. Very likely, on the first 
Sunday in January, we will hold a Con- 
ference at Zurich. | 
This programme will give us plenty 
chances for preaching during the next 
few weeks, and we hope to do some 
good in this way. All those meetings 
we shall very likely not convert into 
regular Conference meetings, as we 
have very little business to attend to ; 
but before the season approaches, 
where emigration will occupy the 
largest portion of our time, we thought 
to go on a regular preaching tour, all 
three of us together, and bear our tes- 
timony to all who may be willing to 
hear us. 
A few weeks ago, we thought our- 
selves too poor to do so much traveling, 
but we find that only those Elders are 
poor who feel r, when it goes to 
preach the principles of the everlasting, 
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Gospel of Christ. Really, feeling poor 
is a poor thing, and very little an 
Elder would do, if he had not the faith 
and confidence in the Lord that He 
would bear him out all right in all law- 
ful and righteous undertakings. We 
see the time will soon be upon us, when 
preaching to our friends in this land 
will not be our business any longer ; 
but ere that time shall come, we desire 
to make as good a pull at it as the Lord 
will enable us to do.

A good many we have re-baptized,

The reports I am not able to make 
out until I return from east Swiss, as 
I must first await those from the seve- 
ral Branches. About the 10th or 15th 
of January, I shall be able to have 
that matter attended to. We wish to 
take advantage of the holiday times, 
as some people feel extraordinarily re- 
ligious in those days; and while they 
do feel so, we mean to help them in it. 
After a while, I will report to you in 
full about matters in this Mission. 
Several are preparing for emigration 
next season—saving their money to the 
utmost. O, how different many of the 
brethren in Zion would feel, if they 
could see those poor factory girls, little 
boys, widows and orphans, fathers of 
families, etc., save their francs and 
centimes! Who could owe one cent 
to the P. E. F. Co. for a moment, af- 
ter the chances of paying their obli- 
tions have presented themselves ? — 
his is a matter productive of many 
reflections. 
‘Please excuse my haste, and accept

He thought, how- 
ever, that it would be advisable for the brethren to suspend their labors, in 
an organized capacity, for the present, after filling the published appointments. 
Notwithstanding that it was deemed advisable not to publish appointments for 
a time, they were still to hold themselves in readiness to respond to any invita- 
tions to preach that they might receive from any of the wards, either in town 
-or country, and also be prepared to fill promptly any call that might be made 
upon them, as a list of their names would be kept on hand, for referencv. Elder 
L. D. Young and President Joseph Young made some very excellent instructive 
remarks, and several others of the brethren expressed the pleasure and power 
they had enjoyed in their labors as home missionaries, and stated their confi- 
dent belief that the. operations of the missionaries, who had labored together 
harmoniously, the people among whom their efforts had been directed and 
they themselves had been benefitted and blessed. There was a universal ex- 
pression of good feeling towards Elder L. D. Young for the fatherly and consi- 
derate manner in which he had directed the labors of the missionaries during 
the past year and a half.
